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Grain Movement 

Montana wheat shipped to out-of-state 
destinations during January 2008 through 
June 2008 was 56.4 million bushels, 
which is down 12 percent from the 
previous year. 

Ninety-two percent of wheat shipped 
during this period headed west, totaling 
52.0 million bushels, down 12 percent 



from the previous year. Movements to 
eastern destinations during this period 
totaled 2.4 million bushels, down 10 
percent from a year ago. Other and 
unknown destination shipments totaled 
2.0 million bushels, down from 2.7 
million bushels a year ago. 

Wheat shipped by rail amounted to 54.7 
million bushels, 97 percent of total 
shipments. Wheat trucked during this 
period was 1.7 million bushels compared 
with 2.0 million bushels last year. The 
percentage of wheat shipped by truck was 
3 percent of the total, which is unchanged 
from the previous year. 

Montana barley shipped to out-of-state 
destinations during the January 2008 to 
June 2008 period was 4.6 million bushels.

down 34 percent from the same period 
last year. 

Shipments of barley out of Montana 
headed for western destinations were up 9 
percent from the same period last year, at 
2.0 million bushels. Shipments to eastern 
destinations decreased from 4.2 million 
bushels last year to 1.3 million bushels 
this year. Shipments to other destinations 
increased from 1.0 million bushels last 
year to 1.4 million bushels this year. 

Barley shipped by rail amounted to 4.4 
million bushels, down 2.4 million bushels 
from last year. Barley hauled by rail was 
96 percent of total movement, compared 
with 97 percent last year.

U.S. Cattle on Feed Down 3 Percent 

Cattle and calves on feed for slaughter 
market in the United States for 
feedlots with capacity of 1,000 or 
more head totaled 10.0 million head 
on September 1, 2008. The inventory 
was 3 percent below September 1, 
2007 and 9 percent below September 
1, 2006. 

Placements in feedlots during August 
totaled 2.06 million, 3 percent below 
2007 and 10 percent below 2006. Net 
placements were 2.01 million head. 
This is the second lowest placements 
for the month of August since the 
series began in 1996. During August, 
placements of cattle and calves 
weighing less than 600 pounds were 
365,000, 600-699 pounds were 
410,000, 700-799 pounds were 
566,000, and 800 pounds and greater 
were 720,000. 

Marketings of fed catde during August 
totaled 1.88 million, 9 percent below 
2007 and 9 percent below 2006. This 
is the lowest fed catde marketings for 
the month of August since the series 
began in 1996. Other disappearance 
totaled 49,000 during August, 2 
percent below 2007 and 17 percent 
below 2006. 



2007 Montana and U.S. 
Production 



Potato 



Montana's 2007 potato production 
totaled 3,696,000 cwt, 5 percent above 

2006, and 7 percent above the 2005 
production. Producers harvested 
11,200 acres, up 7 percent from 2006 
and 6 percent above 2005. Potato 
yields averaged 330 cwt per acre in 

2007, compared with 335 cwt in 2006 
and 325 cwt in 2005. 

Value of production for the 2007 crop 
was 36.4 million, up 15 percent from 
2006. The average price was 9.85 per 
cwt, an increase of 0.85 from the 
previous year's crop. Sales of 
Montana's 2007 potato crop totaled 
32.5 million, which is 12 percent 
above last year. Producers sold 
3,297,000 cwt from the 2007 crop 
compared with 3,208,000 cwt the 
previous year. 



U.S. potato production in 2007 is 
revised to 447 million cwt, down 1 
percent from the estimate in the 
January Crop Production 2007 
Summary but 1 percent above the 

2006 crop. Harvested area, at 1.13 
million acres, increased 1 percent 
from 2006. The average yield of 396 
cwt per acre is a record high, up 3 cwt 
from the previous record set in 2006. 

Starting in 2007, Florida's winter 
potato production was combined with 
their spring potatoes. Therefore, 
winter potatoes refer to only 
California in 2007. Winter potato 
production in 2007 is 2.47 million 
cwt, down 45 percent from 2006. 
Harvested area, at 11,500 acres, is 35 
percent below 2006. The average 
yield for winter potatoes is 215 cwt 
per acre, down 42 cwt from 2006. 
Spring potato final production for 

2007 is 19.8 million cwt, slighdy 
above the previous year. Harvested 
acres, at 70,200 acres, increased 4 
percent from 2006. The average yield 
for spring potatoes of 282 cwt per acre 
is down 11 cwt from 2006. Summer 
potato production is 17.0 million cwt 
for 2007, 6 percent lower than 2006. 
Harvested area, at 51,200 acres, is 
down 5 percent from 2006. The 
average yield of 332 cwt per acre is 
down 5 cwt from 2006. Fall potato 
production is finalized at 408 million 
cwt for 2007, 2 percent above the 
2006 crop. Area harvested in 2007 is 
996,800 acres, up 1 percent from the 
previous year. The average yield, at 
409 cwt per acre, is a record high, 3 
cwt above the previous record high set 
m 2006. 

The value of all potatoes sold in 2007, 
at 3.11 billion, increased 5 percent 
from the previous year. The average 
price, at 7.51 per cwt, is up 0.21 from 
2006. The quantity of potatoes sold 
from the 2007 crop totaled 414 million 
cwt, up 2 percent from 2006. Sales 
account for 93 percent of 2007 
production, up slighdy from the 
previous year. 

Processors used 278 million cwt of 
raw potatoes from the 2007 crop, up 4 
percent from 2006. Table stock sales 
totaled 112 million cwt, 2 percent 



below the previous year. Seed sales of 
22.3 million cwt are down 6 percent 
from 2006. Sales for livestock feed, at 
1.23 million cwt, decreased 26 percent 
from a year earlier. 

Potatoes used for chips and 
shoestrings totaled 53.6 million cwt in 
2007, down 18 percent from the 
previous year. Frozen french fries and 
other frozen products utilized 168 
million cwt of raw potatoes, which 
increased 12 percent from 2006. 
Potatoes used for dehydrating totaled 
49.5 million cwt, 2 percent above 
2006. Canning use, at 3.34 million 
cwt, is up 16 percent from the 
previous year. Starch, flour, and other 
products were made from 4.08 million 
cwt of potatoes, about 3 times more 
than in 2006. 

Shrinkage and loss is estimated at 29.1 
million cwt for 2007, 3 percent below 
2006. Potatoes used for livestock feed 
on farms where grown and home use 
totaled 1.12 million cwt, 9 percent 
below the previous season. Growers 
kept 2.99 million cwt for seed on their 
own farms, 15 percent lower than a 
year earlier. 



August Milk Production up 1.5 
Percent 

Milk production in the 23 major States 
during August totaled 14.5 billion 
pounds, up 1.5 percent from August 
2007. July revised production at 14.8 
billion pounds, was up 1.8 percent 
from July 2007. The July revision 
represented an increase of 12 million 
pounds or 0.1 percent from last 
month's preliminary production 
estimate. 

Production per cow in the 23 major 
States averaged 1,717 pounds for 
August, 2 pounds below August 2007. 



The number of milk cows on farms in 
the 23 major States was 8.47 million 
head, 137,000 head more than August 
2007, but 3,000 head less than July 
2008. 



August 2008 Red Meat Production 

Montana slaughter plants produced 1.8 
million pounds, dressed weight, of red 
meat during August 2008, up 32 
percent from August 2007, but down 2 
percent from July 2008. Cattle 
slaughter totaled 2,000 head, up 500 
head from one year ago. The average 
live weight increased 30 pounds from 
last year to 1,195 pounds. 

There were 1,800 hogs slaughtered in 
Montana during August, up 200 head 
from a year ago. The average live 
weight, at 238 pounds, increased 2 
pounds from last year. August sheep 
slaughter totaled 500 head, up 100 
head from August 2007. The average 
live weight decreased 15 pounds from 
one year ago to 128 pounds. 

U.S. commercial red meat production 
totaled 4.10 bUlion pounds in August, 
down 5 percent from the 4.33 billion 
pounds produced in August 2007. 

Beef production, at 2.27 billion 
pounds, was 7 percent below the 
previous year. Cattle slaughter totaled 
2.91 million head, down 7 percent 
from August 2007. The average live 
weight was up 5 pounds from the 
previous year, at 1,284 pounds. 

Veal production totaled 11.2 million 
pounds, 9 percent above August a year 
ago. Calf slaughter totaled 79,200 
head, up 21 percent from August 
2007. The average live weight was 



down 23 pounds from last year, at 245 
pounds. 

Pork production totaled 1.80 billion 
pounds, down 2 percent from the 
previous year. Hog kill totaled 9.27 
million head, down 1 percent from 
August 2007. The average live weight 
was down 2 pounds from the previous 
year, at 261 pounds. 

Lamb and mutton production, at 13.3 
million pounds, was down 10 percent 
from August 2007. Sheep slaughter 
totaled 200,700 head, 12 percent 
below last year. The average live 
weight was 132 pounds, up 3 pounds 
from August a year ago. 

January to August 2008 commercial 
red meat production was 33.4 bUlion 
pounds, up 5 percent from 2007. 
Accumulated beef production was up 
2 percent from last year, veal was 
down 4 percent, pork was up 9 percent 
from last year, and lamb and mutton 
production was down 4 percent. 



U.S. Egg Production 

U.S. egg production totaled 7.55 
billion during August 2008, down 1 
percent from last year. Production 
included 6.45 billion table eggs, and 
1.10 billion hatching eggs, of which 
1.04 billion were broiler-type and 65 
million were egg-type. The total 
number of layers during August 2008 
averaged 335 million, down 2 percent 
from last year. August egg production 



per 100 layers was 2,252 eggs, up 1 
percent from August 2007. 

AU layers in the U.S. on September 1, 
2008 totaled 335 million, down 2 
percent from last year. The 335 
million layers consisted of 278 million 
layers producing table or market type 
eggs, 54.3 mUlion layers producing 
broUer-type hatching eggs, and 2.73 
million layers producing egg-type 
hatching eggs. Rate of lay per day on 
September 1, 2008, averaged 72.8 
eggs per 100 layers, up 2 percent from 
September 1, 2007. 

Egg-type chicks hatched during 
August 2008 totaled 36.3 million, 
down 2 percent from August 2007. 
Eggs in incubators totaled 36.3 mUlion 
on September 1, 2008, up 4 percent 
from a year ago. 

Domestic placements of egg-type 
puUet chicks for future hatchery 
supply flocks by leading breeders 
totaled 279 thousand during August 
2008, up slightly from August 2007. 

BroUer-type chicks hatched during 
August 2008 totaled 800 million, 
down 3 percent from August 2007. 
Eggs in incubators totaled 639 million 
on September 1, 2008, down 5 percent 
from a year earlier. 

Leading breeders placed 8.03 million 
broUer-type pullet chicks for future 
domestic hatchery supply flocks 
during August 2008, up 3 percent 
from August 2007. 
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
